Things are humming out 
belt line. It will pay all to vis- 
it that part of the city. When 
they see what is being done out 
there they will want to get busy 
themselves. In fact it will prove to 
be an inspiration to both the idle 
and the busy. .Even the "retired" 
man will feel like beginning life's 
struggles anew, his imagination will 
lean forward fifty years and he will 
begin wondering what Hopkinsville 
will be half a century hence 
THE RAILROAD. 

It II probable that the engine of 
the construction crew will nose its 
way up to Eighteenth street the first 
of next week — in fact it is highly 
probable. Thursday afternoon the 
entire road-bed was graded and 
ready for the ties' excepting a fill 
just beyond Twenty-first street. 
The fill lacked only about forty feet 
of being closed and as many scrapers 
as could be well used were closinj 
up the gap from both sides. Tie 
have been scattered all along tb 
line and track laying was going 01 
east of Virginia street. The work of 
completing the great artery of fu 
ture industries in the southern end 
of the city is being pushed with un- 
usual vim in order to meet the de- 
mands of the industries now under 
way. 

THE SNUFF COMPANY. 
The immense brick building of the 
American Snuff Company is going 
up as rapidly as possible. This mon. 
ster building is 150 feet long by 120 
feet in width. It will be two stories 
in height, with fire-proof roof. It- 
equipment in the way of boilers 
engines and other machinery nece.v 
sary in handling tobacco at all times, 
will be of the highest grade. The 
company will have one of the best 
houses in the country and will em 
ploy a large number of hands. But 
the building now half up will not 
be sufficient for the transaction of 
the business to be done here. Just 
west of the present building, across 
the industrial railroad, the erection 
of another large building will be 
commenced when the first one is 
completed. Both the buildings will 
be protected by automatically sup- 
plied streams of water. 

Everybody knows that the Forbes 
Manufacturing Co. has had under 
contemplation for tw o 'or three years 
the building of an immense wagon 
factory. A suitable location for the 
works was not to be obtained until 
the belt line project grew into a 
certainty. This enabled the com- 
pany to secure several acres of land 
lying just as was desired. The pop- 
ularity of the different size "Mogul" 
wagons has forced the company to 
increase its output several hundred 
per cent- The new building will be 
iufficient for this and the 'manufac- 
ture of lawn swings and other spec- 
ialties now being turned r ut by the 
company. * The wagon factory will 
be 316 feet long by 150 in width. 
Some distance from the factory the 
company will have a large building 
in which to protect its seasoned lum- 
ber from rains and damp weather, 
as well as a drying house, where 
every particle of sap and dampness 
will be taken out of the lumber by 
heat. 

The Forbes Manufacturing Co. 
will also build a water tower for the 
use of its plant and protection from 
fire. It will be 150 feet or more in 
height and hold 90,000 gallons. This 
is a wise precaution. This tank will 
furnish the automatic fire plugs 
with water.

Mr. W. D. Stowe's seed storage 
warehouse is also rapidly nearingj 
completion. This building is on the 
southern side of the belt line, not 
far from where the road crosses 
Virginia street. It is a very "large 
building with concrete floor, put 
down by the Meacham Engineering 
& Construction Co., and is the best 
piece of concrete work ever done 
here. The building is perfectly 
adapted for the purpose for which it 
was intended and Mr. Stowe's new 
feature in the business of Hopkins- 
ville will undoubtedly prove a great 
success. 

THE WATER CO. 

The water company, with great 
foresight and commendable enter- 
prise, in two or three weeks will ex- 
tend its water mains out to Bell's 
addition to the city. The company 
is' planning for the future. Instead 
of putting a 4-inch main as required 
under its franchise, it will continue 
its Virginia street main out to a 
point near the eastern end of the 
American Snuff Co's building with 
6-inch pipe. This additional 6-inch 
main will be 1,820 feet in length. It 
will also tap its main on South Wal- 
nut street with a 4-inch main 570 
feet long and joining the 6-inch 
main at the point above indicated. 
By this union of the two mains the 
force of the streams furnished the 
different industries for fire protec- 
tion will be almost equal to the 
force in the central part of the city. 
Mr. Thos. W. Morris, the manager 
for the company, with his usual 
foresight, is originator ol the dou- 
ble-stream force to thus keep down 
the insurance rates of the property 
owners. The tire insurance com- 
panies require only a 4-inch pipe, 
but, in order to prevent any trouble 
with insurance companies in the 
future development of the city has 
largely increased, not only the flow 
of water, but greatly increased the 
pressure. In a few days he will put 
a large force of laborers at work 
putting in the main, which begins 
nearly opposite the residence of Mr. 
H. H. Abernathy, and prosecute the 
work to rapid completion. 

The new street, running from 18th 
to 21st will be a great convenience. 
In fact this street should have been 
opened years ago. This street is 
wide enough, probably, for Hop- 
ille of today, but in ten years 
from now there will be a general 
regret that it was not made 50 or 
feet in width instead of 30. 
Greater Hopkinsville will demand 
broader avenues, and this one par- 
ticularly. Bell's addition will in a 
few years be a town of itself, and 
this main avenue, for leading from 
the center of the city to the new 
town, should be wide enough at the 
beginning of the city's spreading 
itself over more territory, 

In this article we have given our 
readers an indifferent picture of 
what the southern portion of the 
city is at present and drawn a few 
lines as to its future. When you go 
out there you will see much more 
than we have drawn and you will 
wonder at what has been done and 
the gieat change wrought since 
John H. Bell, Jr., and his associates 
last year conceived the idea of pur- 
chasing and putting on the market 
the most desirable section of land 
in and outside the city limits for 
different industries. AH— the—land, 
at the time, was not inside the cor- 
porate limits, but Mr. Bell soon 
opened up and metaled two avenues 
and will put all his purchase inside the 
city. Let us hope that Mr. Bell is 
not yet at the end of his career but 
that in the future, as a developer, 
he may do many other things for 
Hopkinsville.
